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Wha t Mo tiva tes Va nd enb erg Silence? Writer Ha s Answers

PHILADELPHIA — Does A rthur 


Va ndenberg . the tough, hard-slog- 
ging — and silent — senator from 


Michig a n, really w ant the nom in- 
stion? Isn't he being a little too 
shrewd when he refuses to step in ­ 
to the riig , fighting? 
After all, he was the fellow who 
pointed out a y ear ago tha t nobody 
was ever “drafted” w ithout conspir­ 
ing for his own nom ination. Is he 
in such a conspiracy now? 
All 
the political wiseacres say V anden­ 
berg does want to be President. T hat 
Is one piece of irrefutable politics 
evidence: He has opened headquar­ 


ters. 
And then there is the un ­ 
qualified statem ent of M ichigan’s 
shrewd Governor Sigler, who said 
tha t Vandenberg is available, and 
punch-lined it with “I know what 
I’m talking about.” 
Then, w hat is keeping Vanden­ 
berg himself from making a clear, 
unequivocal statem ent about his 
availability ? 
The question is irltating, confus­ 
ing and, above all, saddening m any 
of the senator's* m ost-ardent sup­ 
porters. 
They feel it is the one 
thing tha t would release the great 
potential Vandenberg strength that 
lurks in every delegation. 
As a longtime adm irer and friend 
of Vandenberg, I am prepared to 


subm it tha t the answer to the en­ 
igma of Vandenberg’s silence lies 
In the character of the m an him ­ 
self. 
It is V andenbeig’s sty le to 
keep to his pledged word, and to 
hold to a consistent course of con­ 
duct. 
Franklin D. Roosevelt was fond 
of talking of his Holland heritage. 
And the late President's worst en ­ 
emies never have denied him a 
great measure of courage. B ut when 
it comes to real “D utch,” A rthur 
Vandenberg m akes Roosevelt look 
like a w eather vane. 
Fbr V anden­ 
berg cannot be sway ed to abandon 
a position that he believes to be 
both right and consistent. 
Vandenberg has not sought the 


nom ination because he felt tha t to 
do so would have endangered the 
bi-partisan conduct of our foreign 
policy . 
He does not seek it now 
because he believes tha t the other 
candidates would feel tha t even so 
belated a move would sm ack of op­ 
portunism and expediency , and that 
l>eraonai am bition had 
motivated 
his search for a sound American 
foreign policy from the beginning. 
V andenberg’s one increasing pur­ 
pose since he became chairm an of 
the foreign relations com m ittee in 
the senate has been the develop­ 
m ent and clarification of policies 
that would show the whole world 
that America had accepted the lead­ 
ership destiny has thrust upon her 


with prudence, 
courage, 
common 
sense and consistency . 
Vandenberg had learned the les­ 
son of tije Roosevelt regime. 
H e ; 
knows tha t it is idle for a states­ 
man to pirate of “one world" if J 
he cannot even bring about unity 
in one nation. 
But national unity , 
in turn, rests to a large measure 
on party unity . 
Vandenberg also 
has learned the lesson of Willkie. 
Unity , in 
the nation 
and 
the 
party , was the only clim ate In which 
the Vandenberg policies could be 
brought to a successful fruition. In 
getting unified national and party 
support for his policies, he had to 
have the help of O hio’s able and 
powerful Senator T aft; of popular, 
vigorous Harold Stassen, and, above 


all, of Tom Dewey — because of 
Joint Foster Dulles. 
And he also needed the powerful 
help of Speaker of the House Joe 
M artin, History shows he got that 
help. 
No one can say w hether he would 
have gotten it If he hod sought it 
while seeking his own nom ination 
for the presidency . A rthur Vanden­ 
berg never thought he could.' 
As he makes a dram atic entrance 
into the convention hall, he can face 
the GOP with a clear conscience 
and great, pride. 
It has not only 
adopted his foreign program in the 
congress, but has incorporated it in 
the party platform . 
Van can tell 
hints*'If tha t lie has done more than 
any titan in the party to restore Re­ 


publican prestige in the ey es of the 
foreign nations, and to bring back 
confidence 
in 
Republicanism 
at 
home. 
There's utterly no use in telling 
A rthur Vandenberg that he's got 
to “declare” on the ground that 
delegates seldom will fight for a 
m an who w on't fight for himself. 
He knows that; didn't he predict 
it m onths ago? 
“And so." he say s, "I see no rea­ 
son, no necessary reason, for chang­ 
ing the course I set for my self a 
y ear ago. 
My position rem ains un­ 
changed." 
"W hat will y ou do if they nom ­ 
inate y ou any way ?” There is noth­ 
ing weary or ambiguous or ednfus- 
ing in the deep-throated answer: 


“Didn’t I just get through voting 
for a bill to d raft American boy s? 
And If they . God forbid, had to go 
into battle for this country , how 
would they go? They 'd go in fight­ 
ing, and wouldn't quit this side of 
victory . 
T hat goes for any Amer­ 
ican who gets drafted — and it 
doesn’t m ean he w ants it?*

The m an in this conven­ 
tion who probably has done m ost to 
insure the victory of the Republican 
party in November may have paid 
the biggest price a politician can 
pay wlien he has to choose between 
putting his own Interests first—or 
the nation’s . . .

GOP PLATFORM ANNOUNCED; 
PLEDGES INTERNATIONALISM, 
POTENT FORCES, CIVIL RIGHTS

PHILADELPHIA, June 22 — Re­ 
publican policy m akers today com­ 
pleted a 1948 platform pledging in­ 
ternationalism, a 
potent 
m ilitary 
mrehine and civil rights for all. 
The platform fram ers finally laid 
the text before the country after 
nearly a week of writing, wrangling, 
and revising. 
The objective is to win as m any 
votes as possible in November. The 
Democrats will write a platform 
next month for the sam e purpose. 
Chairman Henry Cabot Lodge of 
the GOP resolutions com m ittee will 
offer the 2,400-word docum ent — 
shortest in the party ’s history — Jo 
the national convention tomorrow 
for approval. 
Conventions usually 
accept platform s w ithout a fuss. 
Republican National C hairm an C ar­ 
roll Reece tjoday predicted “ha r­ 
monious action.’’ 
Bro a d a nd Inclusiv e 
The platform, adopted by the ex­ 
hausted resolutions comm ittee at 
12:10 a. m., today and m ade public 
later in the m orning, was described 
by Lodge as broad enough for any 
of the m ain Republican presidential 
hopefuls to stand upon. 
It deals with scores of highly con­ 
troversial topics, among them pub­ 
lic housing, Israel, prices, and a n ti­ 
communist legislation. 
The foreign policy plank—dedi­ 
cated to “the preservation of a free 
America in a free world of free 
men” and plumping hard for “col­ 
lective security against aggression" 
—bears the unm istakable m arks of 
Michigan’s Senator A rthur H. V an­ 
denberg, a possible darkhorse con­ 
tender for the presidential nom in­ 
ation. 
It pledges aid to other peace-lov­ 
ing countries on a basis of self- 
help (as in the present European 
Recovery plan). 
B ut the platform 
writers inserted these words: “W ith

legislation to outlaw ly nching and 
to abolish the poll tax. 
They op­ 
posed the idea of racial segregation 
in the armed forces. 
The term “fair employ ment prac­ 
tice commission” was knocked out 
of a prelim inary draft, but the fin­ 
ished version favors enactm ent of 
“such federal legislation as may 
be necessary -" to m aintain the right 
of every individual "to work and 
advance in life," regardless of race 
or religion. 
On another controversial domes­ 
tic subject there was a battle in 
committee over public housing—and 
the public housing advocates won. 
The plank finally w ritten recom­ 
mends “federal aid to the states for 
local slum clearance and low-rental 
housing program s,” but only where 
there’s a need that can't be m et by

Lino­ 
leum and Plastic workers (CIO) ac­ 
cused him of moving to Kenton to 
avoid a scheduled bargaining con­ 
ference. The board in its unprece 
dented decision, agreed, and found 
him, the Rome Products Co., and 
the Kenton Plastics Corp., guilty

of unfair labor practices.

gave John L. Lewis 
a

ahead for his, $100 m onthly pension 
plan for miners. 
Goldsborough dismissed a plea of 
Ezra Van Horn, trustee for opera­ 
tors on the United Mine W orkers’ 
welfare fund, for a court order to 
block pay m ent of pensions for re­ 
tired miners. 
The judge said he found the pro­ 
posal for pay m ents ’’reasonable and 
proper." 
For Lewis, It m arked his first tri­ 
umph on three trips into Judge 
Goldsborough’s court. Twice before 
he had been there only to be fined 
con*tesip%wf -naurfefor failure t© 
end walkouts in obedience to Ookls- 
borough orders. 
It was a dispute a m r pensions 
that brought about the costly six- 
week strike last spring. 
The proposed sy stem of pay m ents 
w» s evolved by Lewis and Senator 
H. Sty les Bridges (R-NY ). Bridges 
became neutral mem ber of the wel­ 
fare board and sided with Lewis in 
setting up the plan. 
Van Horn refused to approve the 
pay ments and went into court to 
ask that it be declared illegal. 
Goldsborough said the plan, which 
was 
only 
tentative and 
may 
be 
changed 
as 
experience 
dictates, 
does not violate either the 1947 coal 
work contract, made last July , or the 
T aft-H artley Labor act. 
The plan provides $100 a m onth 
for UMW 
m em bers who 
are 
62 
y ears of age or older and who have 
worked in the pits for a t least 20 
y ears. 
Lewis and Bridges agreed to set 
asite $5,000,000 of the $45.000,000 
fund to sta rt the pension pay ments.

The ro o t o f self-go vernment is the p rivilege o f 
decisio n. 
While the sy mbo l o f this p rivilege is the 
Co nstitutio n, which guarantees It, the Co nstitutio n 
co ntains no sanctio n fo r p o litical co nventio ns. 
They 
have been devised o uside co nstitutio nal law as an o ut­ 
gro wth o f the p arty sy stem. 
Rules and regulatio ns are determined by the dele­ 
gated themselves. 
The mo dus o p erandl, as p o litlcan 
exp erts tirelessly p o int o ut, la determined by the in­ 
genuity o f tho se who attend the co nventio ns and the 
vary ing circumstances o f p o litics. 
No two co nven­ 
tio ns art exactly the same. 
So me o f the highest 
p o ints In co nventio n histo ry were the result o f Im­ 
pro visatio ns. 
There is amp le ro o m in the co nventio n sy stem fo r 
emo tio n. That’s as it sho uld be, because emo tio n has 
at least as much to do with p o litical in a free co untry 
as lo gic. 
Tho se who co mp lain because co nventio ns 
so metimes seem to draw o n emo tio n to the p o int o f 
hy steria are the sacrifice o f lo gic sho uld bear In 
mind that lo gic fares even wo rse under dictato r­ 
ship , which pro fesses to be able to p lan bo th p o litics 
And the natio nal eco no my o n an entirely ratio nal 
basis. 
One o f the charlstlca o f co nventio ns Is that no 
o ne can be sure what hap p ened and why until lo ng 
afterward, when the p articip ants and o bservers have 
gained perspective. 
T hat’s why it's fun to attend 
them, to read abo ut them, to listen to them. 
Self- 
go vernment in actio n is rarely an o rderly pro cess. 
It’s never a cut-and-drted pro cess, which is the main 
reaso n why lt'a cherished by all Americans, excep t the 
mino rity that p refers to tell peo ple what to do , no t 
to let them make their o wn decisio ns.
